| The. prospect for a’good old-fashioned row 
where physical as well as mental arguments 
may be employed is largely confined to the 
‘caucus which will choose a state committee- 
man for the First congressional district. 
| 8o far as nominations on the state ticket 
go nobody seems’ to be taking much inter- 
est. There_are, however, some seven can- 
didates for the clerkship of the appellate 
‘court in the Third district, probably due to 
| the fact that this particular district is strong- 
ly democratic. 
| The First district committeeship, how- 
ever, gives good promise of all sorts of 
‘trouble. This is where John P. Hopkins 
lives, and from where he expects to be re- 
| turned to the state committee. He was 
beaten in the primaries, but has not yet given 
| up hope. A change of three delegates among 
the forty-nine who will make the caucus 
| can elect him, and his friends claim he will 
get the three. 


Mayor for Fight. 

Misor Harrison i#-qvoted as saying he 
“would oppose the re#lection of Hopkins to 
the uttermost, and declaring that if Hop- 
kins gets the necessary delegates it will 
be because there was too much time left 
between the primaries and the state con- 
vention and it was not safe to leave them 
out unwatched over night. 

So far as the control of the Cook county 
delegation goes im tomorrow’s convention, 
the indications are that the -majority will 
not be with the mayor. Mem who supported 
his~slate in the county eOnvention for the 
reason, as they now give, that they were 
unable to combine successfully among them- 
selyes in opposition to it are reported as 
having got together for the purpose of to- 
yorrow’s gathering, and if this is done they 
will control a majority of the Cook county 
delegates. All they can hope to get, how- 
ever, is six committeemen of the ten from 
Cook county with the Hopkins one in doubt. 
_ Differ Over Platform Plans. 

The chance for a fight on the platform de- 
pends entirely on how far the free silver and 
the gold standard people can reconcile their 
differences. The original free silver people 
are willing to omit all references to 16 tol 
and even an indorsement of Bryan personal- 
ly.| They are sticking out, however, for 
some sort of a reference to the Kansas city 
platform. Any kind of a reference, however, 
will do them, and it is stated tonight that 
‘simply pointing with pride’’ to all the 
platforms of the party from the time the 
party first hag a platform will be satisfac- 
tory. Any man who likes any particular 
platform can take his choice as to which one 
is meant. 

John L. Pickering of Sangamon or 
as McElligott of Cook will be nominated for 
the supreme court clerkship. There is nota 
candidate in sight for the state treasurership 
or the superintendency of public instruction. 
Cook county can have these for the asking.

JUNION FOR CHORUS GIRLS 


LABOR MOVEMENT FINALLY IN- 
VADES THE STAGE. 


Theatrical Managers to Face Problem 


More Wages, Providing Setter 
Dressing Rooms, and Not Interfer- 
ing with Supper Engagements by 
Late Rehearsals—Protection De- 
 manded Against Irresponsible Men. 


New dresses or more money with which 

to purchase them, dressing rooms in which 
‘to put them on instead of hallways or cor- 
ridors, and pay for all rehearsals are the 
demands to be made by all stage employés 
and artists. Vaudeville artists, chorus girls, 
and supernumeraries are to begin an attack 
upon the exchequers of the various Chicago 
theaters if their plans do not fail. 
. The vaudeville actors want @ blacklist 
containing the names of all “ fly-by-night ”’ 
managers who take companies out on the 
road and then desert them. 

The chorus girls insist they must have 
more money, demanding a minimum wage 
scale of $25 a week and 50 cents for each re- 
hearsal, the rehearsals to be shorter than 
at present and held at some other time than 
after the performances, when they interfere 
with supper engagements. 

The young women “supers” demang a 
minimum scale of $10 a week and 50 cents 
for all rehearsals. They insist they must 
have this, or the managers must give them 
more costly gowns. In addition to recelving 
more pay they say the wings or corridors are 
“drafty” places in which to dress, and 
that Where they are given dressing rooms 
too many are crowded into the little “two 
by fours.” They want suitable rooms in 
which to attire themselves, even if they are 
compelled at present to work for the modest 
salary of $5 to $8 a week. 


Tell Their Woes to Hart. 

these grievances have been presented to 
Lee M. Hart, secretary of the Theatrical 
Stage Employés’ National alliahce. Mr. 
Hart last night received orders from Secre- 
tary Lew Morton of the Actors’ National 
protective union in New York to organize the 
three branches of amusement purveyors. He 
has the names of a large number of the 
vaudeville players alr y, and delegations 
of chorus girls and supernumeraries calicd 
upon him yesterday at Bartl’s hotel to tell 
of their woes, and urge him to lead them 
from the slough of despond into Whten they 
have fallen, 

“ There is no question about them paving 
real grievances,”’ said Mr. Hart. “I know 
because I have had years of experience my- 
self. They complained to me that they are 
victimized by irresponsible managers, from 
whom they have no protection. The girls say 
they are compelled to work too hard and too 


to keep their wardrobes properly stocked, 
and that they had no time todo their own re- 
pairing because of the long and tedious re- 
hearsals which they receive nothing for at- 
tending. I am going to organize the three 
branches immediately.” 


Union of Vaudeville Performers. 

- The vaudeville performers, of whom there 
are 1,000 in the city, will be formed into a 
union whiéh wit 
National protective union, and through it 
with the American federation of labor. As 
there are 700 men and 300 women playing on 
the vaudeville stage who have their homes 
in Chicago or make it their headquarters, 
Mr. Hart expects to form two unions, one 
for the men and one for the women. 

The chorus girls will be organized into a 
separate union. They are not eligible to 
membership in the Actors’ National pro- 
tective union, so Mr. Hart expects to start 
a national organization for them, President 
Samuel Gompers already having promised 
some of the girls in ‘‘ The Chaperons” that 
he would issue them a charter. These girls 
receive from $15 to $20 a week now, but think 
a minimum Wwage scale of $25 would be little 
enough for budding artists. 

The. girl supernumeraries will be given a 
special charter as members of the Theatrical 
Stage Employés’ National alliance, and 
through it affiliated with the American fed- 
eration of labor. 


NOTICES TO LEAVE TOWN 
ENLIVEN LOCKPORT FEUD. 


Snsentina of the Late Prof. Hooton Said 
to Have Received Warnings to 
Get Out of the Place at Once. \ 


Anonymous létters warning them to leave 
town are said tp have been received by Lock- 
port enemies of Prof. J. E. Hootof, who 
killed himself in Joliet last Friday. Two of 
these letters are said to have been sent to 
P. E. Prutsnam, principal, and W. B. Ire- 
land, assistant principal of the Lockport 
schools. Prof. Prutsnam denied last night, 
however, that he had received any such let- 
ter and safd that he would pay no attention 
to unsigned communications. He added: 

‘*T will leave this town when I get ready, 
and not before.’’ 

In the school board election last spring it 
is claimed that Profs. Prutsnam and Ireland 
favored the election of Ed F. Worst, who 
was the candidate of the anti-Hooton forces. 
These teachers and Prof. Hooton hadnot 
spoken to one another for months, accord- 
ing to statements by the pupils, until last 
Thursday. At that time Prof. Hooton met 
Prof. Prutsnam before a number of the high 
school boys and girls. He said ** good morn- 
ing,”’ and the salutation was returned. 

At the funeral of Prof. Hooton on Sunday 
several persons who were known to be an- 
tagonistic to him were denied admittance 
to the services at the residence. Friends of 
the dead man were stationed at the gate, with 
instructions to see that none but friends en- 
tered. These orders were carried out strictly.

Maj. L. W. T. Waller, who was courtmar- 
tialed for-executing the orders of Brig. Gen. 
Jacob Smith in the island of Samar, has 
been called to account by Secretary of the 
Navy Moody for the interview he gave on 
Friday last upon his arrival at San Fran- 
cisco. Unless Maj. Waller explicitly de- 
nies the interview, he is in danger of being 
severely reprimanded, or even courtmar- 
tialed. | 

, When Se¢retary Moody’s attention was 
called to the interview, he sharply con- 
demned it. The president also objected to 
the interview, the more so because in his 
reprimand of Lieut, Gen. Miles some months 
ago he gave both services to understand that 
he did not propose to permit officers to make 
Statements criticising their superiors in 
either service. 

In the interview credited to Maj. Waller, 
that officer specifically reflected upon the 
authorities in Washington, and made state- 
ments which were highly objectionable, not 
only so much on account of the words them- 
selves as because of the insinugiions they 
conveyed. | 

Maj. Waller’s Aasertiona | 

Maj. Waller was quoted as saying that 
the reyolution in the Philippines could not 
be quelled unless the severest measures 
were taken; that he never questioned Gen. 
Smith’s orders except in one instance, 
which he declined to state; that Samar— 
“Well, hades is a winter resort compared 
to Samar.’ ” He was further quoted as say-.

“MANILA, June 16.—The bodies of the ser- 
geant, two corporals, and two privates of 
the Fifth cavalry who were captured on May 
30 by ladrones at Binangonan, Rizal -proy- 
ince, Luzon, have been recovered. The men 
were Sergeant Stewart, Corporals Block and 
Finnegan, and Privates Davis and Carr. 

Most, of the bodies had been hewn limb 
from limb, and it was found impossible to 
recognize four of the dead men. 

A number of arrests in the matter have 


‘been made and nine men have been abso- 


lutely identified as belonging to the band of 
ladrones which captured the Americans. 

_ The identified men include two members of 
the police force of Teresa, Morong province. 

- The American soldiers were buried today 
together. It was ingpossible to make sepa- 
rate interments. Strong reinforcements 
have been ordered to pound the Ladrones 
until they are exterminated.

HEART BEATS FOR HOURS 
AFTER DOCTORS SAY DEAD. 


Expires at the County 
Hospital of One of the Rarest Dis- 


eases Known to Medicine. 


Practically dead for eight and one-half 
hours, the heart of Bridget Dempsey, a pa- 
tient in the County Hospital, ceased beating 
at 4:30 p. m. yesterday. At 8a. m. allaction 
of the respiratory organs of the woman 
ceased and the physicians in attendance pro- 
nounced her dead. 

The heart action, which apparently had died 
away, grew stronger a few moments after 
their decision, and believing they had been 
wrong, injections of nitro-glycerin and other 
stimulants and artificial respiration were 
used, but ineffectually. Still the pulsations 
of the heart continued with regularity while 
the woman remained to all other indications 
lifeless. 

Dr. J. H. Mustard of the hospital staff, 
who was summoned, after examination, pro- 
nounced the case one of Landry's paralysis, 
one of the rarest diseases known to medical 
science. The case is the first known in the 
County Hospital, and one of the few known 
in America. The disease is primarily paraly- 
sis of the respiratory organs, which does not 
act immediately on the heart. 

The dead woman was 21 years old and re- 
sided at 218 Fifty-second avenue. She en- 
tered the institution two weeks ago to be 
treated for tubercular meningitis.

BRIBERY DEFENSE 
BASED ON ALIBIS. 


Impeachment of State’s Wit- 

nesses Also Will Be At- 
tempted by Attorneys 

for Accused. 


PO OUTLINE CASE TODAY. 


Political Conspiracy Against Pat- ’ 


rick H. O’Donnell and James 
T. Brady Will Be 
Charged, 


Sweeping denial of all jury-bribing charges, 
efforts to impeach witnesses who have testi- 
fied for the state and confessed before the 
grand jury, alibis in number, and claims of 
a political conspiracy to ruin P. H. O'Donnell 
and James T. Brady—these will be the reply 
of the defense to the state’s evidence against 
the seven alleged jury-bribers on trial in 
Judge Brentano’s court. 


For the first time yesterday, in the course 


of a five hours’ rigid cross-examination of 
Constable Walter C. Jones, who confessed 
to gathering the alleged fixed jury in the 
first of the Austin transfer cases, the defense | 
showed its hand. — 

Today, with five opening addresses, it will 
begin the evidence which is aimed to meet 
the charges against O'Donnell, Brady, 


and the three other alleged jury-tamperers. 


Try to Impeach Witnesses. 

Attorneys for the defendants made every 
possible effort yesterday to impeach Jones 
and “ Doc” Greene, who first informed John 
Maynard Harlan and others of the alleged 
conspiracy before the trial of the first trans-_ 
fer case in Justice Woods’ court on April 14. 
last. At the close the attorneys for the. 
state declared that every question of cross- 
examination had merely aided Jones in 
clinching his direct testimony. “ 


Public Administrator P. H. O’Donnell and > 


his law partner, James T. Brady, are to be 

made the subject of alibis. Witnesses to 

sustain these claims are to be called ‘from 

every quarter. If need be, and the worst 

comes to the worst, “ Bill” Gallagher will 

be sacrificed for the benefit of these two 
Hope to Prove Alibis. 

Claim will be. made that O’Donnell and 
Brady did not attend, as Jones has charged, 
the meeting in their own dffices at which 
Gallagher is sald to have instructed the 
constable how to gather up the “pin 
brigade’’ which formed the first alleged 


Efforts will be made to show that “ Pat * 
O’ Donnell was attending the funeral of Perry 
iA Hull at the time he is said to have beard 
Gallagher coach Jones. 

Witnesses will be brought in with state- 
ments that, at the same hour, James T, 
Brady was lunching at a down-town rea 
taurant. 

If need be there will be an alibi for John 
O’Donnell. His presence about the Revere 
House on the day of the trial when Jones 
was gathering up the jury candidates who 
wore pins in their coat lapels as a means 
of identification will be met with the plea 
that he was “ looking around” to see that 
Jones “did nothing wrong,” and that the 
jury “‘ was properly secured.” 


Simon to Plead “‘ Custom.” 

Cyrus S. Simon will admit giving Jones 
$12.50 but will plead that this is a customary 
habit; that lawyers frequently give con- 
stables a bonus for getting jury venires. He 
will plead, too, that lawyers frequently “ set 
‘em up” to the jury men after a case, thus 
seeking to explain the gathering at Lyons & 
O’Malley’s saloon when, as confessed mem- 
bers of the “ pin jury ” admit, Gallagher paid 
them off at the rate of $5 a head. 

“ Ham.” T. Lawrence and Herbert Rothery, 
accused members of the alleged fixed jury, 
will deny they wore pins in. the coat lapels, 


that they were “ pin jurors,” or that they | 


got any money for their work except the legal 
fee of 50 cents each. 

“ Bill” Gallagher, the defendants admit, 
It will be insisted 
that, if he did aid in gathering a jury, he did 
this without the knowledge of O'Donnell and 
Brady, but with the object of doing them a 
favor as a friend of theirs.

Colleran Gathers Witnesses. . 


Many of the witnesses who will furnish |

As a result of Judge Tuley’s refusal of a 
mandamus on the Harlem village board the 
citizens’ committee will go before the grand 
jury and ask indictments of the trustees of 
the village for malfeasance in office. 

The mandamus was asked to compel the 
village board to enforce the law on gambling 
at the racetrack. In deciding the case Judge 
Tuley said: 

‘** Mandamus lies only when it is desired 
to have some specific act performed.

Unique Scheme Is Devised. 


So, to get around this difference of opin- 
fon, the ingenious scheme referred to has 
been devised. It amounts to this: In a 
simple paragraph the platform should de- 
clare all proper pride in the history of the 
party, the principles of Jefferson and of Jack- 
son will be highly lauded, and in one sen- 
tence the former platforms of the party 


This, it is explained, would not only mean 
the platform of 1900. in Kansas City, or the 
platform of 1896 in Chicago, on which Mr. 
Bryan ran, but the Chicago platform of 
1802, the St. Louis platform of 1898, and 
the Chicago platform of 1884, when Grover 
Cleveland was the nominee. In fact, it any- 
body wants so to read the sentence, he could 
make it read the platform of the Cincinnati 
convention. which nominated Hancock in 
1680, and of the St. Louls one which pu 
Mr. Tilden: forward in 1876. i 

Some of the more practical people, espe- 
cially those from Chicago, do not take kindly 
to ‘the proposition. Adolf Kraus said to- 
night: “If I am on the committee I will 
advocate doing exactly what was done in 
Indiana—confine the platform to state issues 
and ignore national questions.” 

“The proposition seems to me foolish,” 
said John A. King. 

William H., otherwise “‘ Buck,’’ Hinrich- 
sen, who was one of the leaders of the free 
silver element, is out tonight with a peculiar 
plea why he thinks his friends should be 
allowed full control of the committee on 
resolutions. 


Hinrichsen Wants to Rule. 

“ Whether there will be a contest in the 
committee or on the floor of the convention 
over the platform,"’ said Mr. Hinrichsen to- 
night, “‘depends entirely: upon who dom- 
inates the committee. If we are allowed to 
frame the platform we will agree to make one 
which will suit the most conservative mem- 
ber. If, howeVer, the other side tries to fram 
it there certainly will be a contest.”’ 

On other matters of national character in 
the platform there is not much dispute any- 
where. The plan is to avoid carefully any- 
thing that might look like an attack on the 
army, to come out strongly against the policy 
of the national administration of the Philip- 
pines, and, in fact, “‘ view with alarm ’’ about 
everything the republican party has done for 
the last six years, barring, of course, its 

policy. 


: Foremost of State Issues. 

Juége Thompeon of Jacksonville has pre- 
pared a plank céOndemning strongly all in- 
terference by the federal courts with the rey- 
enue laws of thé state It declares that in 
the matter of levying of taxes and assessing 
the p within ite own borders and for 
the of ite own municipalities each state 
is sovereign, and that the federal courts 
have no jurisdiction unless it can be shown 
that some provision of the United States 
eonstitution is violated. 

There also will be a plank in favor of 
municipal ownership, which speaks of ‘*‘ local 
self-government being a fundamental demo- 
cratic principle,’ and argues that the best 
way of safeguarding this principle is to refer 
all questions relating *‘ to grants and fran- 
chises and public ownership and control 
of properties and enterprises enlisted in the 
public service "’ to a vote of the people. 

The passage of necessary enabling acts 
ie recommended to the legislature. Other 
“state issues” outside of a provision for 
a referendum in cases where liquor licenses 
are an issue are expected to consist largely 
of dehunciation of the Yates administration.

Ex-Mayor Insists He Will Be Re-elect- 
ed State Chairman—Harrison 
Forces Dispute Figures. —

Springfield, Ill., June 17, 2 a. m.—[Special.] 
—When the special train carrying the bulk 
of the Cook county delegates rolled in after 
midnight the adherents of John P. Hopkins 
at once made the claims they not only would 
have their man elected a member of the state 
committee but would have a sufficient ma- 
jority on the committee to select him as 
chairman of the body. 

The claim was as strenuously denied by 
the friends of Mayor Harrison, and the ques- 
tion whether Hopkins is to go back on the

As nearly as can be learned now Hopkins 
seems to have secured the necessary dele- 
gates from the district to secure his election 
as committeeman. Whether he will be able 
to control enough votes on the committee, if 
chosen, to be reélected chairman is another 
story. 

Declare Majority Now Pledged. 

The districts on which the Hopkins people 
depend to make their man chairman, pro- 
viding he carries his own, are: 

The First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Seventh, and Eighth of Cook county, and in 
the state the Sangamon, Will, St. Clair, 
Champaign,, Peoria,, Vermilion, and Mc- 
Lean county districts: This would make 
fifteen in all and form a majority. 

The Harrison men from Chicago, however, 
insist Hopkins has yet to carry his own dis- 
trict caucus, and many influential democrats 
itrom outside of Cook declare his count of 
their districts is wrong. Hopkins himself 
will bring his special friends down in 
cars later in the morning.

Riot Before Kunz Is Nominated.

Neither physically nor in dress didi 
the drowned? man answer to Disbrow’s de- 
scription. newsdealer in Brooklyn said he 
saw Disbrow this morning. 

The startling story told by William Walton 
of Good Ground, L. L., yesterday of the fight 
on the shores of Tiana bay in the early 
hours of Tuesday morning between Clar-

Chief Speaker at the Desplaines Camp 


Ground Condemns It—Big Tab- | 
ernacle to Be Built. ae

criticism ’’ was condemned, and it was de- 
cided that a tabernacle should be built on 
the grounds for teaching the old fashioned 
doctrine.

Has No Fear of Volcanoes. 

Speaking of the dangers from volcanoes 
and earthquakes, he said: “ The dangers 
from volcanoes and earthquakes are merely 
speculative, In either route there is equal 
danger from earthquakes, but by selecting 
the Panama route we can at least avoid the 
possible danger from volcanoes. However, tf 
it is found that we cannot obtain a good 
title from the Panama company, or the govy- 
ernment of Colombia, we will go ahead with 
the construction of the canal along the 
Nicaragua route and take whatever risks 
there may be from volcanoes. ; 

“We are called upon to select between a 
route 183 miles long and one 49 miles long; 
between a route costing $189,000,000 and one 
costing $184,000,000; between a route which 
will annually cost $3,300,000 to. operate and 
maintain and one that will cost but $2,000,000; 
between a route that will take but twelve 
hours to navigate and one that will take 
thirty-three hours; between a route that has 
been a highway of commerce for 400 years 
and one that has never been used; between a 
route the entire length of which thereisin 
operation a railroad worth several million 
dollars and a route with no transportation 
facilities. For all these reasons the Panam 
route should be selected. | 


Wants a Canal at All Hazards. 


“I believe the Panama cana. .ompany can 
convey a g title to its property to the 
United States, but if on examination by the 
law officers of the government it is found 
that the title ofthe Panama canal company 
is defective then the Panama route will be 
rejected and the canal will be constructed 
by tee Nicaragua route.” | 

Mr. Kittredge of South Dakota declared 
the canal by the Nicaragua route was 
blocked by an almost impassable barrier, 
because of the position of Costa Rica, which 
now could not enter into negotiations with 
the United States on the subject, and would:

Washington, D. C.,- June 16.—[Special.)— 
Just at the present time the prospects of the 
passage of the administration measure for 
reciprocity with Cuba are less bright than for 
a long time past. 

The situation has been complicated in the 
senate by underhand political animosity to 
President Roosevelt. This is being en- 
gineered almost openly by Senator Elkins of 
West Virginia. He has been a covert but 
none the less determined enemy of the Presi- 
dent ever since the death of McKinley. 

When Roosevelt was president of the sen- 
ate Senator Elkine began to lay wires to 
preyent the possibility of his nomination for 
the presidency in 1904. West Virginia has no 
possible interest in the beet sugar problem. 

It is not within the territory in which beet 
sugar can be raised profitably. Neverthe- 
less, Senator Dikins of West Virginia is now 
the recognized leader of .the beet sugar 
forces. They met at his house last night, 
and he has been the most vociferous anti-

“Gen. Wood thought, and Secretary Root 
thought afterward, that Gen. Gomez was en- 
titled to consideration; to a home, which was 
supplied him, and in which he entertained 
his comrades; and to an income, which last 
might be set down as a small offset to the 
money due Gomez from the Cuban republic. 
That the Cubans themselves regarded the 
matter in the same light was shown by the 
passage by the present Cuban’ congress, 
among the first of its acts, of a bill providing 
a liberal pension for Gen. Gomez. 
“Tt is believed that but for this assump- 
tion of the costs of Gomez’s living expenses 
the conditions in Cuba must have paralleled 
those in the Philippines, and e United 
States government, after fighting Spain to 
secure freedom for the Cubans, might have 
been obliged to turn on them the force of 
her armies. ; 


All Wood’s Acts Indorsed. 


_“ The necessity being present, in Secretary 
Root’s view, the only other point was the 
legality and propriety of the payments. He 
soon satisfied himself that there was not 
the slightest doubt on-that score. The mili- 
tary governor was obliged to assume the re- 
sponsibility for his disbursements and to 
exercise his discretion. Gen. Brooke did 
this, and after him Gen. Wood, and Secre- 
tary Root now fuily approves of everything 
they.did, including the payments to Gomez.”’
